today facing the

battle of his career, a fight to free 
himself of the charge of murdering 
a woman. 
The woman, Mrs. Theresa Mora, 
divorsed wife of a wealthy antique 
.dealer, was found dead early yes­ 
terday in the apartment she and 
McCoy, whose true name is Norman 
Selby, had occupied 
for 
several 
weeks as “Mr. and Mrs. Shields.” 
W aner In her head wras a 32-caliber bullet 
and nearby w’as an automatic pistol 
of the same caliber 
and 
a note 
signed by McCoy requesting all his 
worldly possessions to 
go to 
his 
mother. 
When McCoy was arrested several 
hours later alter terrorizing the em­ 
ployes and patrons of two fashion­ 
able shops and shooting and slightly 
wounding three persons, 
he 
wTas 
stubbornly silent for sometime but 
finally talked freely. 
Mrs. Mors killed herself. Shock 
and grief at her loss filled me with 
insane rage to kill her husband, 
who drove her to it, then kill all 
others who stood in my way and 
finally to kill myself.*’ 
But fate hid Mors from him and 
his plan to kill himself was lost 
in the swirl of events. 
Forgot to Kill Self. 
“I was going to kill myself,” he 
said in explaining the matter to a 
policeman, “but forgot.” 
Police believe portions of McCoy's 
story but declare that his suicide 
defense has already been discounted 
by an outburst by his sister, Mrs.

per day. 
Vast num ber of skilled w orkers earn £t,000 and j 
more per year. 
T he assertion th at Am erica’s w ealth belongs to the few ,) 
th a t the high cost of living counterbalances the high wages 
prevailing, ’is incorrect.

Proper Inflation Will Give 
More Miles and Decrease 
Gasoline Consumption* 


(Bv ERWIN GREER. President Greet 
I 
College of Automotive Engineering 
Chicago). 
Tires form a very important part of 
an automobile, this point being brought 
to our realization when on a beautiful 
day for motoring we spend an hour 
or so struggling on a hot road rectify­ 
ing tile wrongs of a sadly neglected or 
badly used tire, involving the loss of a 
perfectly good temper. 
Don’t drive your car with tires that 
are soft or not properly inflated or 
you will be well started on tile road 
to tire trouble with tile following re­ 
sults to your tires, and your pocket- 
book ; 
Sliding of the tires on the rim when 
the 
brakes 
are 
applied 
suddenly, 
causing the tube to tear around the 
valve stem. 
Tread loosening from the fabric due 
to arc of bend in transverse direction 
to arc of circumference. 
Tires puncture much easier when not 
properly inflated. 
Tire heating which destroys the 
valuable chemical elements necessary 
to both rubber and fabric. 
Cracking of tile side walls and rim 
cutting and ta some cases pinching of 
the tube. 
When tires are not properly inflated 
they create a drag and the car is slow 
to pick up speed or if on th0 front 
wheels steering is .made harder. The 
engine has to work much harder, gaso­ 
line consumption is greater and many 
other effects make themselves known. 
Turns Out of Course. 
■ 
Did you ever drive your car along a 
smooth road with one of the front tires 
soft? You noticed the car had a ten­ 
dency to turn off its course in tile di­ 
rection of the side on which tile soft 
tire was. The cause of that is this: 
When a tire becomes soft it de­ 
creases the overall diameter of the 
wheel, that Is, if the tire becomes soft 
enough to allow the axle to settle one- 
fourth inch on one side, you have in 
reality a wheel that Is one-half inch 
smaller than tile wheel on the oppo­ 
site end of the axle, therefore the 
smaller wheel must travel faster or 
turn a greater number of revolutions 
! to travel the same distance as the 
other, or leave its true course of di­ 
rection. The other wheel with the tire 
properly Inflated on the other end of 
the axle, being larger, travels a greater 
distance in the same number of revo­ 
lutions, and if not joined to the car it 
would follow the smaller wheel off its 


How Stone Bruise W ill 
Affect Automobile Tire 
As a matter of fact, the tem “stone 
bruise” is a mere figure of speech and 
should not be taken too literally. Tire 
people use the term perhaps too freely 
ta referring to all those injuries that 
occur upon the surface of the casing 
end do the real damage to the inner 
part of the carcass. Rupture by shock 
would be a far better term and proba­ 
bly would be far better understood in 
all sections of the country. A “stone 
bruise,” or jmpture by shock can be 
caused by the tire hitting a stone or 
other obstruction In the road when 
traveling at a fair rate of speed. Or 
It may be caused by the casing coming 
ta more or less violent contact with a 
garage door, a.rail road track, a rut. or, 
ta fact, any one of a thousand objects 
with which our roads fire littered, eith­ 
er by the action of nature or by the 
Intent or the carelessness of man. How 
often have you seen a man place a 
stone behind the rear wheel of a car 
stalled upon a hill until he could make 
his motor behave or until he could ef­ 
fect a temporary repair. 
However, 
when he started off he could not take 
the stone with him nor could he run 
back and kick It aside. The stone is 
left there to bump the tire M tile fol­ 
lowing car.—H. W. Slauson, in Les­ 
lie’*.

Method for Polishing 
Dulled Metal Fittings 
After the car is first brought out of 
Its winter storage, the metal fittings 
are usually dull and tarnished. They 
may be restored by th^ following 
method: First apply a weak solution 
of oxalic add and water to the tar­ 
nished surfaces by means of a cloth 
wrapped around a stick. Any acrid 
accumulations are fAen loosened and 
may be cleanly removed by sample 
wiping. After this ordinary metal pol­ 
ish used for brass work should be ap* 
plied with a linen cloth and the polish­ 
ing carried out with soft woolen cloths. 
If the surfaces are slow to respond to 
the polishing, try a good carriage mak­ 
er’s polish made as follows: Twenty 
parts of whiting, one part of soda, one- 
quarter part of citric add. This com­ 
pound is moistened with water for 
using.
